We are sure that she will follow in the footsteps
of her predesessors in cccupying Greece. If the
Land of the Dollar decides to send troops to erush
the people's movement which daily beccues stronger,
. these troops must be not only respectable in rumber
but also able to meet the demund of the present
guerr-illa war, or else they will be a laughing-
stock like the British.

Does America have the power to send so large a
number of troops of such quality? e unheslitatingly

If America had the troops, they would be hers now.

This is the reason for her activity in bringing
jerman mercenaries and in involving Turkey, to whom
she has promiscd estern Thrace. What is more likely
ig that she wishes to hold certain islands, key
points of the lMediterranean,

b. The application of the veto by Comrade Gromyko to
international imperialism demonstrates to us the
Following: .

Today the Soviet Unlon itself has taken hold of our
question, and is not likely to drop it for amy
reason. If the lattor were the case, then the
Soviet Union would have lot the matter pass, making
an imperceptible retreot as in the Persian question.

The Soviet Union applied the vebto for three principal
reasonse. .

1. Because of the greater woral support which was
given and was strengthencd in the Greek problem,
thanks to the sure policy which we have followeds

2. Because, more than any other time, it appears
that defeated imperialism seeks to strengthen
itself in certain places for the final battle
with socialism. This effort must be beaten back
at the very begimming, and for this reason Russia
has decided to go to the limit,

3o Because the circumstances of the December period
and of the Russian rctroat in the Persian question
are very different from today's conditions. The
threat of the atomic bomb, the invincibility of
the Anglo=-pmericans is something which has passed
into mere storybooks.
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\that, however, will be the development of the situation after
the declarations which we have mads above.

The situation must be clarified up to-April.

Retreat belongs to imperialism. If imerica wishes to bring
into our country her Yankees, then she will face not only cur
Democratic Army, not only our peopls, but also the comrades of
the International Brigade. Military interventica by Truman in
Greece Jjustifies completely invasion by ihe comrades of thas
International. Brigade, rcady for anything.

These is, however, ancthor side of the question which should
be examined,

1: The failure of America to try military intarvention.

What ther will be the development of the situalion?
Indubitably victory belongs to the Democratic force: of ouw
country, it belongs to EAM. -

The Goverrment has pushed the situation to a poimt where
today no compromise can toke place. The slightest political
retreat of the reaction will mean its finish im Gresce. Nob
only the mi dle class will gradually be found in owr ranks,
but even the morc fanatical followers of the Covermwent (the
collaborators and members of the Security Battalions) will be
face to face with such & situation that every possibility of
action will be taken from them, and they will receive only
defeat and moral decadence. ’

This the Greek reactionaries kmow, and for this reasch it
wages its present desperate strugple. HNeverthelese, the present
situation assures us of victory. The victories of the Democratic
Army, the political maturity of our followers, their fyith and
gtronz bond with our fighting orgunisation poinmts out to us
anything but defeat.

Conviction is given to this opinion of ours by the
spasmodic movenents of the Oovermment, the daily changes iv the
leadership of the amiyy, the utter confusion of the state
machinery, the dissolution of the ygendarmerie (that once
formidable body), the quarrels of Zervas.

Anyone looking at the state machinery will see the
followings a general dissatisfaction with the prevailing
situation which has its basls in the economic impasse which
daily afflicts the governuent employees. .

In the army at least €0 percent are democrats. The
gendarmerie, - that body which with its methods, its
organization, its espionage, was once our real adversary and
conqueror in various phases {1936-1938: arrest of our leader,
discovery of our primting plants, distortiom of our lines,
etc. ), ~ toduy is in complete dissolution, thavks to the
mistakes of our opponents.
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Comrades, we must exploit these circumstances in the best
possible mammer. They are circumstances which give us an
opportunity, but also impose on us an oblization.
